The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The prior art of record does not teach or suggest individually or in combination a 
method of automatically forming mailing address directory in an image communication 
apparatus (such as a fax machine), wherein an electronic mail (i.e., an instruction mail) 
contains specified registration information and a separate electronic mail. The separate 
electronic mail contains header information such as subject and sent fields, the latter 
indicating a time of creating the separate electronic mail. When the specified registration 
information extracted from the instruction mail corresponds to a specified character string 
included in the subject field of the separate electronic mail, it indicates that the incoming 
electronic mail's address is to be registered in the address directory. The system then 
generates an identifier by combining the character strings included in the subject and sent 
fields. The identifier is for uniquely identifying each address record so that no identical 
addresses are present in the address directory.
